WASHINGTON, July 1.—There were 
fndications at the State Department to- 
day that the Government might soon 
call a conference of the interested pow- 
ers to consider the question of abolishing 
extra-territoriality in China in accord- 
ancce with the Washington conference 
treaties. 

Secretary Kellogg sees no reason why 
such a conference should mot now be 
called in the immediate future. In- 
structions are now being prepared for 
John V. A. MacMurray, the new Min- 
ister to China, who is in Tokio en route 
to Peking, where he is due on Saturday. 
It is understood that the views of this 
Government respecting a China customs 
conference and one on extra-territorial- 
ity will be given in the instructions.

Briand Urges Treaty Ratification, 
Copyright, 1925, by The New York Times Company. 
Special Cable to Tut New York TIMEs, 
PARIS, July 1.—At a meeting of the 
Commission on Parliamentary Affairs of 
the Chamber of Deputies today Foreign 
Minister Briand urged immediate rati- 
fication by France of the two treaties 
formulated by the powers with respect 
to China at the Washington Conference 
fin 1921. France is the only power that 
has failed to ratify these treaties, one 
dealing with the general policy toward 
China and the other granting China 
the right to increase customs rates on 
the understanding that she resume in 
consequence of this privilege her pay- 
ments on the Boxer indemnities and 

suppress her internal customs duties. 
China, in conformance with these 
treaties, has resumed payment of the 
indemnities, and although the present 
condition of the country does not per- 
mit control of internal customs, M.

NOTES FRIENDLY IN TONE 


But Lay Down Principle’ of 
Treatment on Equal Footing 
With ‘Other Powers.’ 


PARIS, July 1.—Austen Chamberlain, 
British Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
has delivered to M. de Fleuriau, the 
French Ambassador to Great Britain, 
a new memorandum suggesting that the 
time is ripe for France to make an 
offer for the settlement of her debt to 
England, even if it is only a provisional 
one. 

After summing up what has gone be- 
fore, Mr. Chamberlain states—that the 
British Government has no desire to in- 
terfere in negotiations which France 
might consider right to initiate wtih 
other creditor powers—by which the 
United States evidently is meant—but 
feels it mecessary to lay down the prin- 
ciple that it is entitled to be treated 
on an equal footing. 

The memorandum, which is couched 
in the friendliest terms, recalls the cor- 
respondence between Winston Churchill, 
British Chancellor of the Bxchaquer, 
and M. Clementel, former French Fi- 
nance Minister, and the British note of 
Feb. 7, resulting in experts from the 
French Ministry of Finance being sent 
to London to study the problem with

Notes Sent to All Debtor Countries. 


LONDON, July 1.—The British Gov- 
ernment has sent notes to the Govern- 
j}ments of all States which have not yet 
| arranged to discuss the question of re- 
|payment to Britain of the debts they 
|eontracted during the war. This re- 
adie was dispatched at the end of 
|last week at the request of the Treas- 
| ury. 

The British Government does not prc3s 
for payment, but expects the Govern- 
ment of the debtor State to name a date 
when negotiations for a settlement may 
| be begun. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Win- 
ston Churchill, has already announced 
that the Italian Government has for- 
mally notified its willingness to open ne- 
gotiations for a settlement of its war 
debt to Britain, but so far no reply, it 
seems, has been received from Belgium. 
It is confidently believed, however, that 
a favorable answer will be forthcoming, 
especially in view of an announcement 
that a Belgian mission will visit the 
United States to discuss the Belgian 
debt to America. 

The conversations between French and 
British experts for a settlement in re- 


gard to the French debt. were broken off 
after the fall of the Herriot Government, 
and have not been renewed since. 

The British Government’s reminder to 
the debtor States will be welcomed by

He and Mrs. Coolidge Display Keen 
Interest In Men Camped Near 
Swampscott. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., July 1.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge: today upon the re-estab- 
lishment of the Summer White House 
here, following his return from his 
father’s bedside in Plymouth, Vt., found 
that he could not shake off even tem- 
porarily responsibilities of Chief Ex- 
ecutive and the problems facing the 
country. 

The President intends to get in touch 
as soon as possible with Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover and members of the 
Coal Commission to ask them for facts 
bearing upon the coal situation, and 
especially any information pertaining to 
the statements made by John F. Lewis, 
President of the United Mine Workers’ 
Union, that large railroads and coal 
corporations had been violating’ the 
Jacksonville agreement. 

President Coolidge will collect all the 
data on the subject so as to be prepared 
to act in case Mr. Lewis brings the 
issue between the miners and the coal 
companies to such a point as seriously 
to threaten a coal strike and consequent 
deprivations and suffering this. Winter. 
According to’ those who have discussed 
this subject with the ,President, he is 
prepared to act promptly.- 

To prevent a nation-wide strike is his 
purpose. He does not jntend to delay 
as he did before, feeling, it is believed, 
that he has found a way to force the 
workers and the operators to come to 
an agreement without resort to drastic 
action or prolonged parleys that might 
carry the negotiations into late Fall and 
make impossible the mining of enough 
hard coal to supply the actual needs. 

John Hays Hammond, who was Chair- 
man of the Coal Commission, and 
George Otis Smith, another member and 
chief of the Geological Survey, will be. 
asked to assemble the sallent features 
of the dispute as presented by Mr. 
Lewis. Mr. Hammond is now at 
Gloucester and will come here if desired 
by the President. It is expected that 
members of the commission and John F. 
Lewis will be called to the Summer 
White House within the next ten days 
unless the operators and the miners 
peacefully compose their difficulties. 


Governor Fuller Deplores Strike Threat. 


Governor Fuller of Massachusetts, in 
paying his respects to President Cool- 
idge this afternoon, recalled the problem 
that would confront New England in the 
event of another coal strike. In the last 
one, Governor Fuller said, the New 
Iengland States suffered more than any 
other section of the country and thou- 
sands of people died from lack of fuel. 
It is believed by Governor Fuller that 
sentiment would support President Cool- 
idge in any move that would prevent a 
| repetition of such conditions. 

In the opinion cf others ,who have

Ship Rides Iceberg Unharmed for an Hour; 
Freed Mystetiously After SO S Is Sent 


Captain A. G. Velten of the* United 
States Shipping Board freighter Saugus, 
which docked at the foot of Milton 
Street, Brooklyn, told yesterday how his 
ship had collided with a mountainous 
iceberg off Cape Race, resting on @ 
submerged ledge for more than ap hour 
before an unexplained movement 
brought her clear. The berg had tow- 
ered over the masts of his vessel, he 
said. Lifeboats were swung out and 
an S OS Was sent, 

“It was a littfe before 4 o'clock of 
the morning of June 23,’’ said Captain 
Velten. ‘‘The Saugus was bound from 
Valencia, Spain, for New York with a 
cargo of lemons and onions. To save 
time, we were taxing the Great Circle 
route, which at this season abounds 
with ice from northern glaciers. The 
night had been as dirty and foggy as 
I have seen, and I had been on watch 
in the wheelhouse for twelve hours. We 


were proceeding at half speed through a 
field of growlers, or floating hunks, dot- 
ted with small bergs. Lvery two min- 
utes the quartermaster would sound @ 
blast on the whistle. 

‘The lookout called out, ‘Berg on the 
port bow, sir!’ I rang the engine room 
telegraph for steam astern, as I saw 

| looming out of the fog a towering pile 
of ice. The quartermaster swung the 
wheel hard over and we cleared it.

*‘We had just caught our breath and 
thought we were safe when the lookout 
sang out again: ‘Berg dead ahead!’ I 
hadn’t yet signaled to proceed, so we 
were moving slowly, but it was too late. 
There was a dull crash. We felt the 
motion of the vessel cease. Joined by 
a ridge of ice to the berg that we had 
shaved was a still larger one. The ship 
had slid up onto a submerged ledge of 
it. The mass of ice loomed out of the 
fog about forty feet higher than our 
radio antenna. It looked as if we were 
in for. it.’’ 

After lifeboats had been swung out, 
Captain Velten said, the wireless oper- 
ator, was instructed to flash an S O S, 
which was picked up by the Rijndam, 
the President Harding and the freighter 
Astral. The captain of the President 
Harding, some hundred miles to the 
northeast, notified Captain Velten that 
he was rushing to his assistance. 

The Saugus, in the meantime, Captain 
Velten said, had been running her en- 
gines full speed astern. ‘‘There didn’t 
seem to be much chance of getting off 
without assistance,’’ he declared, “but 


we were trying everything. Suddenly, 
at 8:20 Greenwich mean time, there 
was a faint shudder throughout the ves- 
ae. and before we knew it We wer2 
clear.”

OF CROSSTOWN TUBE 


Mayor’s Sudden Shift to Guider 
on Brooklyn Route Dazes His 
Appointee, Delaney. 





SEEKS LIGHT ON FINANCING 


Agrees to Connolly’s Proposal 
to Let City Counsel Study 
Money Side of Project. 


Mayor Hylan deserted John H. De- 
laney, Chairman of the Board of Trans- 
portation, his own appointee, yesterday, 
and voted unanimously with the Board 
of Estimate to scrap the Brooklyn cross- 
town municipal subway route proposed 
by Mr. Delaney in favor of another route 
advocated by Borough President Joseph 
A. Guider of Brooklyn. 

Mr. Delaney estimated that the Brook- 
lyn crosstown and other substitute 
routes proposed by Mr. Guider would 
cost approximately $100,000,000 more: to 
build and equip than the Board of 
Transportation's routes. He was present 
at the meeting of the Board of Esti- 
mate and was bewildered by the sudden- 
ness with which the Mayor and other 
members of the Board of Estimate re- 
jected the main feature of his plan. He 
went to the City Hall fully expecting 
that the Board of Mstimate would ap- 
prove his entire subway project, to cost 
approximately $542,000,000. 

The routes rejected are 5.2 miles long. 
The rest of the Board of Transportation 
routes, 57 miles in all, have been ap- 
proved. 

Further confusion of the plans of the 
Board of Transportation was caused 
when Borough President Maurice E. 
Connolly of Queens introduced a reso- 
lution which the Board of Estimate 
adopted, referring to the Corporation 
Counsel the Board of Transportation’s 
plan of financing partly by assessment 
the proposed new subways. Controller 
Charles L. Craig charged that the 
Mayor was trying to wriggle out of a 
hole by that move, which he said was 
occasioned by the first reaction of the 
public to the so-called 8-cent fare re- 
port of Chairman Delaney. 


Board’s Power Limited. 


Chairman Delaney and the Board of 
Transportation were partly shorn of 
power when the Mayor introduced a 
resolution that was adopted unanimous- 
ly, giving the Borough Presidents the 
right to review the Board of Transpor- 
system of bus routes. Each 
Borough President has the right to ap- 
prove or disapprove.the routes in his 
borough. 

The substitute plan for the Brooklyn 
crosstown subway line, submitted by 
Borough President Guider, was referred 
to the Board of Transportation for fur- 
ther consideration. Substitution of the 
Guider plan will mean further delay by 
Mayor Hylan’s Administration in sub- 
way building, because neither the Guider 
plan nor any other can be submitted 
to the Board of Estimate until it meets 
again the first week in September. 

Chairman Delaney denied there was 
any basis for reports published in eve- 
ning papers that the action of the 
Mayor and the Board of Estimate fore- 
shadowed his resignation. 

“That’s not in the picture, at all,’’ he 
said. He would not comment on the 
board’s disposition of his plan. 

Introduction of the resolution to refer 
Mr. Delaney’s financing scheme to the 
Corporation Counsel drew from Con- 
troller Craig this ironic comment: 

‘“‘That’s impertinence. The Mayor has 
committed himself to the assessment 
plan for the subways and now he finds 
himself in a hole and wants the Cor- 
poration Counsel to pull him put.” 

“I haven’t committed myself at all on 
the assessment plan,’’ interposed the 
Mayor. ‘The financial and other de- 
tails of municipal operation are involved 
in this matter and we need all the help 
we can get.” 


Controller Is 


The Controller again went into action 
when the Board of Estimate adopted the 
resolution giving the Borough Presi- 
dents the power to approve of bus 
routes. He said: 

“The whole thing !s done to throw a 
monkey wrench into the machinery to 
help.certain people who still think they 
can get in on these buses. That’s al] 
there is to it, except possibly. another 
move to help the Richmond Borpugh 
President to tighten his grip a little 
with the transit matters in his bor- 
ough.” .

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., July 1 (®).— |

Although the physical aspect of the! 
reconstruction program was more in| 
evidence in the shouting men and mov- 
ing trucks today, there was another vital 
factor at work. While noise reigned in 
the streets, the financial minds of the 
community sat behind closed doors and 
in terms of wealth sought to counter the 
fate which had reduced their buildings 
to ruins.

$2,500,000 to assist in the rebuilding had 
been successfully negotiated. He said | 
the clearing houses of San Francisco 
and Los Angeles had offered $1,000,000 
each to the fund and smaller financial 
institutions would immediatély subscribe 
the remaining $500,000. 

Another financial assistance plan was 
born when the banks of Santa Barbara 
late yesterday sought a loan of $20,000,- 
000 from financial institutions through- 
out the United States. 


Find Eleventh Victim. 


Rescue work centred on one location 
today, at the ruins of the San Marcos 
Building on State Street, from which 
the body of a victim was taken today. 
Giant steam shovels gnawed stubbornly 
at the mangled wood and steel, as the 
débris gradually was cleared away, and 
the body of S. Mostiero, engineer of the 
San Marcos Building, was recovered 
from the ruins late this afternoon. The 
known death list is now eleven, and 
while no exact estimate of the loss has 
been made it has been described as be- 
tween $20,000,000 and $25,000,000. 

Five major shocks have been recorded 
since the first temblor Monday, and 
throughout last night there were nearly 
a score of slight, almost imperceptible 
shocks.

Drafts Plan for the League 
To Aid in Event of Disasters 


PARIS, July 1 (4).—A plan for in- 
ternational aid to populations visited 
by disaster has been drafted by the 
commission appointed by the League 
of Nations during a three days’ meet- 
ing at the headquarters of the League 
of Red Cross Societies in Paris. The 
text will be submitted to the League 
Assembly at Geneva in September. 

The plan proposes the establish- 
ment of a fund of 625,000 francs, to 
be provided by the States in the same 
proportion as their annual payments 
to the League of Nations, but an 
appeal to private generosity is main- 
ly counted upon for means to carry 
out the work of international soli- 
darity in coming to the immediate aid 
of any stricken nation.

armaments, The inclusion of Pacific and 
Far Eastern questions was supple- 
mental, but the general supposition “has 
been that it was coupled with the arma- 
ment proposal in the original communi- 
eation to the nations concerned. 

What happened was this: The inquiry 
of the United States to foreign Govern- 
ments as to whether it would be agree- 
able to them to nave a conference to 
discuss naval armament Imitation was 
on its way to those Governments when 
the British Government was sending to 
the United States a suggestion that a 
conference be held to consider questions 
relating to the Pacific and the Far East.

WASHINGTON, July 1.— Official 
Washington found plenty to talk about 
today in the interview with Edward L. 
Doheny in THE NEW York TIMEs to- 
day when Mr. Doheny explained his part 
in the famous oil leases obtained by his 
company, the Pan-American Petroleum 
Corporation, and in the construction of 
great tanks in Hawaii for storing fuel 
ceil for the use of the navy in case of 2 
hostile att@ck in the Pacific. 

Some of Mr. Doheny’s statements, nota- 
bly that he had been persuaded to con- 
struct the ofl tanks for the Government 
on representations of Rear Admiral J. 
k. Robison that there was grave danger 
of war, and that telegrams exchanged 
between Albert B. Fall, then Secretary 
of the Interior. and Edware C. Finney, 
then Acting Secretary of the Interior, 
had been suppressed by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Lands and Surveys, 
which investigated the granting of the 
naval oil leases to the Doheny and Sin- 
clair interests, were .of a sensational 
character and caused much comment. 

Mr. Doheny gave the text of the tele- 
grams which he contended had been 
suppressed by the committee, and indi- 
cated that they showed that Secretary 
Fall had taken Hittle part in making 
the Doheny oil contracts, and had di- 
rected that the contracts be announced 
publicly. 


Prosecutors Differ With Doheny. 


While many of those concerned in the 
statements made by Mr. Doheny were 
absent from Washington, several of 
them were in the city and were asked 
concerning the Doheny disclosures. 
Among them were Owen J. Roberts and 
Atlee Pomerene, special counsel of the 
Government in the prosecutions growing 
out of the inquiry by the Senate com- 
mittee. 

Both Mr. Pomerene and Mr. Roberts 
pointed out today that the main treaties 
of the Washington Arms Conference 
dealing with peace in the Pacific and 
reduction of naval armaments were 
signed by the plenipotentiaries as well 
as ratified by the United States Senate 
before the actual signing of the Doheny 
leases. 

Mr. Roberts pointed to that part of 
Judge McCormick’s decision against the 
Doheny interests in the suit at Los 
Angeles in which the Court stated as a 
finding of fact that the purpose of 
secrecy was that Congress and the pub-—- 
lic should be kept in the dark and not 
for military reasons. 

Mr. Doheny, in his interview, asked 
why it was that counsel for the Gov- 
ernment ‘‘insisted on cutting out of Ad- 
miral Robison’s deposition in the Chey- 
enne trial’’ a part of his testimony rel- 
ative to secrecy for military reasons in 
the oil lease cases, and why ‘‘exhibit 
after exhibit’’ used in the Los Angeles 
trial last Fall, coming from the Gov- 
ernment departments, was mutilated in 
ordér to prevent the making of the full 
facts public.”’ 

“Whatever was deleted from the ex- 
hibits,"’ said Mr. Pomerene this after- 
noon, “had to do with matters which 
the State Department, in the public in- 
terest, said it did not care to have dis- 
closed publicly. There was nothing in 
it of any particular moment that af- 
fected the situation. 

“If Mr. Doheny wished to have his 
story laid before the public, it would 
have been more in accordance with pro- 
priety if Mr. Doheny had appeared in 
court during the trial of the case at 
Los Angeles and given his statements 
under oath and cross-examination. 
What about the little black satchel? I 
have a picture in my mind of this 
patriot giving $100,000 to Mr. Fall with 
one hand and receiving in the other 
contracts involving $100,000,000 worth of 
properties. 

Pomerene Recalls Some Dates. 


“I think it would be well for every 
one interested in this case to bear in 
mind a few salient dates,’’ continued 
Mr. Pomerene. 

“Let it be borne in mind that the 
Washington Conference for Limitation 
of Armament and discussion of 1l'a- 
cific questions met on Nov. 12, 1921. It 
had been called some time prior to that. 
The treaties growing out of that confer- 
ence were reported and signed by the 
delegates, some of them as early as De- 
cember, and the Senate ratified the 
treaties In March, 1922. The first con-

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Cc ontrol of Navy’s Oil Lands Is Shifted 


To Geological Survey as Result of Scandal

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Under the 
terms of an order issued with the ap- 
proval of President Coplidge and effec- 
tlve today, supervision of lands bearing 
oil segregated for the use of the navy 
will be conducted in the future by the 
Geological Survey instead of the Bureau 
of Mines. as formerly. 

A new organization unit, to be known 
as the “conservation branch,” will 
absorb the functions heretofore exer- 
cised by the Bureau of Mines in naval 
oil reserve administration.

“I came here this morning,’’ said Jus- 
tice Ford, after hearing arguments by 
opposing counsel on Steuer’s motion to 
dismiss the charges, ‘‘to scrutinize these 
framed issues with great thoroughness 
and care. This has now been done. 
All through this case I was in serious 
doubt as to the substantiality of all 
the framed issues with the possible ex- 
ception of those covered by the direct 
testimony of Chambers. I cannot see, 
outside of Chambers’s testimony, any 
evidence which would sustain a finding 
| of adultery against this woman under 

the requirements of the law. 

“As to the weight of Chambers’s testi- 
| mony, it must be scrutinized with great 

care. I have had two other cases in 
| which corespondents have given testi- 





mony against a woman similar to that 
given by Chambers in this case, The 
plaintiffs did not win in either case. 
I stated then, as I state now, that I 
| would never believe a man who would 
| do as Chambers did. Any man who 
can do as Chambers did is so low, 
| despicable and contemptible a creature 
that his word—his oath—is unworthy of 
| belief. Personally, I would never be- 
| lieve him, and I don't think any normal 
| jury would.”’ 


Steuer Denounces Chambers. 


Mr. Steuer denouriced Chambers ag ‘a 
dog’’ in arguing before Justice Ford, 


| the jury being excused during the argu- 
ment, in support of his motion for 
dismissal. On June 22, when he caused 
Chambers’s arrest on the adultery 
charge, Steuer moved for dismissal on 
the ground of insufficient evidence and 
deceit of the court by Symington and 
his lawyers in characterizing the co- 
respondents as ‘‘unknown’’ in the origi- 
nal bill of complaint, although the 
|mames of Chambers and Fatio as the 
| corespondents were then known to the 
plaintiff. Justice Ford reserved deci- 
sion on the motion until all the evidence 
should be presented by both sides. 

Arguing for the dismissal of the first 
charge involving Mrs. Symington and 
Chambers, Mr. Steuer pointed out yes- 
terday that Chambers first testified 
that on March 11, 1924, he and Mrs.

LOWEST IN 40 YEARS

(Yesterday's 56-Degree Minimum 
| Only Half Degree Above Rec- 
| ord—Warmer Today. 


The warmest June in eighty years 
| §ave Way yesterday to the coldest July 


1 since 1885, with a minimum tempera- 
| ture of 56 degrees, which was reached 
at 6 o’clock yesterday morning. Warm- 
er weather is predicted for today and 
tomorrow, with showers and probably 
thunderstorms today. 

Records of the Weather Bureau show 
that the month of June in 1899 was 
| closest contender to the month just 
passed fof honors in the hottest June 
class. The average temperature for 
June since the bureau began keeping 
records is 68.8 degrees, but last month's 
average Was nearly 73. Most of this 
high temperature was registered during 
the first week. From June 3 to 7, in- 
clusive, the thermometer was above 90 
degrees. The highest fhark was reached 
on June 5 and 6, on both of which days 
the temperature went up to 96, 
| The middle of the month brought a 
| return to normal June weather and dur- 
| ing the latter part there were unusually 
'numerous electrical storms, Five of 
| these occurred in the last ten days of 
the month. 

On July 1, 1885, the mercury fell only 
one-tenth of a Cegree below the 56 rex- 
istered yesterday. Since 1912 there have 
been only three instances where the tem- 
perature fell below 60 on July 1. There 
was a gradual rise during the day until 
at 6 P. M. 75 was registered. Outside of 
New York even lower temperatures were 
reported. At Binghamton the minimum 
was 52; at Elkins, W. Va. it was +44, 
and at Saugeen, Ont., 40 degrees, the 
lowest temperature on the weather map, 
was recorded.

GIRL FIRES TWICE 
AT POLICE IN CHASE 


Tries to Halt Pursuers as She 
and Two Men Speed 
Away in Taxi. 


ALL THREE ARE CAUGHT

A girl armed with a German automatic 
pistol fired two shots at a patrolman in 
a two-mile chase yesterday through 
Brooklyn streets, which ended when she 
and her two men companions were 
locked in the Crymer Street Police Sta- 
tion. 

The three identified themselves as 
Helen O’Rourke, 24 years old. of 758 
Monroe Street; Neil (Needles) Serry, 30, 
of. 205 Taaffe Place, and James Roberts, 
33, of 51 Stockton Street, all of Brook- 
lyn. Roberts was said by the police to 
have admitted having done time at Sing 
Sing, Leavenworth and Elmira. 

About 8 o’clock the three hired a taxi- 
cab driven by Morris Kleinman of 59 
Union Avenue, Brooklyn, telling him to 
drive around for a while, After about 
fifteen minutes Kleinman was directed 
to pull up before a house at 415 Flush- 
ing Avenue. The three got out and en- 
tered. After a time Kleinman became 
— and ran to the corner of 
Bedford Avenue and summoned Patrol- 
man James J. Sullivan of the Clymer 
Street Station. . 

Returning,» Sullivan and Kleinman 
hurried to the rear of the house in time 
to see the fugitives entering another 
building facing on Wallabout Street. 
They ignored Sullivan's order to halt, 
slammed and locked the door. The 
patrolman and the chauffeur broke the 
lock and followed to Wallabout Street, 


| where the three were seen running to- 


ward Bedford Avenue. They hailed a 
taxicab driven by Lewis Shenkman of 
990 Olds Street, the Bronx, and were 
driven north on Bedford Avenue. 

Sullivan jumped into another taxicab 
operated by Milton Jacoby of 162 Ridge 
Street, Manhattan, and followed Shenk- 
man’s, which was speeding through the 
heavy traffic.

Charch of England Committee 
Would Not Bar Those Having

LONDON, July 1—A suggestion as to 
the need of revising thirty-nine articles 


of the Church of England in order to 
attract more candidates for the min- 
istry was made today by a committee 
working under the direction of the 
Bishop of Chichester, appointed by the 
Archbishops of Canterbury and York, 
to consider why so few candidates were 
coming forward. 

In the ten years since 1915 there were 
2,850 fewer men presenting themselves 
for ordination than for 1906-1914. , 

The committee finds many reasons 
connected with the change in social life, 
and referring to the articles of belief 
they say: 

“Tt is no longer a satisfactory docu- 
ment for the purposes of assent, how- 
ever valuable the articles may be as a 
document which sets forth in the lan- 


guage of its day the principles followed | 


by the Church of England. In our 
opinion a restatement of these principles 
is* required.”’ = 

The committee is against*the proposal 
to rewrite the creeds, but believes that 
reat relief woula be afforded if the 
Spiscopate as a whole would announce 
that ‘‘recognizing the intellectual diffi- 
culties which arise out of some-clauses 
of the creeds, they would not look upon 
parecer or uncertainty on such points 
as in all cases a necessary barrier to 
ordination, and that they would give 


| consideration to any such difficulties 
brought before them individually.”’

IN JERSEY CITY JAIL 


Board of Health Orders Quar4 
antine After Prisoners and 
Attaches Are Vaccinated. 


3 VICTIMS ARE ISOLATED | 


i 


Order Disrupts Hudson County 
Court Calendars—North Hemp- 
stead Epidemic Halted. 


The discovery of a case of smallpox in 
the Hudson County jail in Jersey City 
yesterday caused the Board of Health 
to vaccinate the remaining 121 prisoners 
as well as all the attachés and place a 
quarantine on the jail, The quarantine 
will disrupt the calendars of the various 
courts in the county, as the prisoners 
will not be allowed to leave for plead- 
ing trial or sentence for fourteen days. 
A man and a woman in Jersey City were 
also stricken. 

The prisoner found suffering from the 
disease was Peter Stein, who js being 
held for the Federal authorities. After 
the county physician had conferred with 
doctors from the isolation hospital at 
Laurel Hill and ascertained that his {ll- 
ness was ijsmallpox, Stein was taken 
there. 

Assistant County Physicians Delahunt 
and Hasking started the work of vac- 
cination as soon as the Board of Health 
had been notified. Some prisoners 
objected on the ground that they had 
already been vaccinated, but the doctors 
completed the work without using 
force. There are fifteen women prison- 
ers. 

The quarantine will not extend to the 
attachés, who will be permitted to leave 
the jail, but no visitors or attorneys 
will be allowed to enter. Special food 
supplies have been provided and other 
precautions taken. 

Frank Glowsky of Jersey City, held on 
a robbery charge, was arranging for bail 
when the ban was declared. He had to 
give up his efforts to be released. Frank 
and Elizabeth Doran, who were con- 
victed of assault Tuesday night, for an 
attack on Doran’s 80-year-old mother, 
who died later, were to be sentenced 
this morning, but will now have to wait 
until the quarantine is Lifted as will 
twenty-one other prisoners who were to 
appear for sentence and pleading at the 
same time. 

The two other smallpox victims re- 
ported in Jersey City were John McDer- 
mott of 9 Virginia Avenue and Mrs. 
Lucia Lombardi of 47 Colgate Street. 
Both were taken to the isolation hospi- 
tal at Laurel Hill. Mrs. Lombardi's six 
small children were vaccinated as were 
six families living in the same house as 
McDermott. 

A short time before the New Jersey 
cases appeared it was learned that the 
spread bf the disease had been halted in 
North Hempstead, L. I., where more 
than a hundred persons wére affected in 
April and May. All quargntines have 
been lifted. No fatalities: resulted from 
the epidemic.

OFF TO AUSTRALIA 


Perfect Weather Marks Begin- 
ning of the “Sortie” 
Manoeuvres. 


HONORS BY PARLIAMENT 


Houses Will Adjourn During Visit 
of American Warships in 
Sduthern Waters. 


HONOLULU, July 1 (4).—Hawail to- 
day wished the United States fleet god- 
speed on its voyage to Australia.

The sculptor showed much enthusiasm 
over the reopening of the quarry and 
the shipment of the marble to New

PARIS, July 1.—As one of his peace 
ecnditions Abd-el-Krim demands the ces- 
sion of the whole Overgha Valley to the 
Riff Free State, says a message from 
Madrid. 

The Riff leader’s peace terms, as indi- 
eated by a Spanish. business man, Sefior 
Echevarrieta, who has been 
touch with him as semi-official agent of | 
the Spanish Government, include besides | 
the cession of the Wergha Valley rec- 
ognition of the complete independence | 
of the Riff with a frontier on the west | 
along the Primo de Rivera line and one | 
én the cast to include the Beni Said, | 
Beni Oulichek and Tafersit tribes, which | 
occupy territory at present held by the 
Spanish. These terms, says the Madrid 


message, will be rejectec. | 

Among the Left parties in the French | 
Chamber a new movement has begun in | 
favor of any peaceful settlement with | 
Abd-el-Krim. It is realized that a de- 
fensive war such as has been practiced | 
by the French with only very moderate 
success cannot be continued indefinitely, | 
and the Left parties are firmly opposed | 
to an offensive, which the military com- | 
manders in Morocco now say is essen- | 
tial if the tribes behind the front are to 
be kept submissive and loyal. 

For the Government the situation is 
every day bccoming more embarrassing, 
and the hope which has been attached 
to the negotiations with Spain have been 
somewhat damped by news from London | 
that the British Cabinet is not willing 
at the present juncture to take any part 
with the other two signatory powers of | 
the Treaty of Algeciras for the reduction | 
of the Riff. 

Battle for Taza Roads Continues. 

The battle for the roads to Taza con- 
tinued yesterday, the Riffians showing | 
as much energy as on the first Alay. | 
Owing to constant airplane attacks /they 
adopted night marches for the fir: time ; 
in the course of the war, thus enabling 
them to shift their forces unexpectedly. 
Moreover, the proportion of regulars at | 
the important points is much higher 
than before, and they are used as shock | 
troops when strong positions are ordered | 
to be taken by Abd-el-Krim’s brother, 
who is commanding in that sector. 

In the Leben Valley the Riffians at- | 
tacked in great force repeatedly in order 
to retake the Bou Halima outpost and 
the important heights immediately south. 
In general, the French held their posi- 
tions and inflicted heavy losses on the 
enemy. 

Further east on the El Hadar front, the 
enemy maintained his pressure, while the 
French held their ground, but many of 
the Branes tribesmen have been going 
over to the enemy here. 

On the M’Soun front, where the enemy | 
has been unable to recross the river to- | 
ward the south, the Riffians launched a 
strong drive with that object between | 
Bou Naad and Sidi Matoug at either end | 
of the stretch where the river flows west | 
and cast. French detachments com-| 
pletely smashed the drive in short order. | 

To sum up, yesterday's activities are | 
held to show the utter hopelessness of | 
the Riffian attempts to conduct opera- 
tions with large numbers against the} 
French where they are expecting them. | 
Abd-El-Krim’s repeated onslaughts | 
since June 23 have resulted in his stale- | 
mate and general improvement of the 
French positions on the Leben and} 
M’Soun fronts. 


Abd-el-Krim Has Leg Broken. 


Reports received in Madrid from Me- 
lilla say Abd-el-Krim’ while going sev- | 
eral days ago to the Bocoya tribe, | 
mounted on a mule, was thrown when | 
the animal became frightened at the 
noise of an airplane and the chieftain 
suffered a broken leg.

BERGDOLL MONEY 
ORDERED RETURNED 


Master Rules Alien Custodian 
Must Turn Over Hundreds 
of Thousands. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 1 (4).—Roland 
8S. Morris, appointed by the Federal 
Court as Special Master in counter suits 
filed by Mrs. Emma C. Bergdoll, mother 
of Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, the draft 
evader, and Thomas W. Miller, Alfen 
Property Custodian, against each other, 
today filed a report recommending that 
the Custodian be ordered to return to 
Mrs. Bergdoll $140,000 in cash and secu- 
rities worth several hundred thousand 
dollars. 

In another report Mr. Morris refused 
to uphold the claim of the Custodian 
that Mrs. Bergdoll still retains property 
worth $452,349 belonging to her son Gro- 
ver and decided that she should turn 
over to the Government only $6,199. 

The rulings, however, are not final, 
for both Mrs. Bergdoll and the Alien 
Property Custodian filed exceptions, 
which will be argued before one of the 
Judges of the Federal District Court. 

Among several deductions claimed by 

Mrs. Bergdoll and allowed by the Spe- 
cial Master was $121,850 she said she 
had given to Grover out of his late fa- 
oe estate while he was dodging ar- 
rest. 
The Special Master stated that the evi- 
dence showed that Mrs. Bergdoll had 
$439,699 more than she had turned over 
to the Custodian as belonging to her 
son, but that she had accounted in va- 
rious ways for property valued at more 
than $443,000. 

A new angle to the ‘‘buried pot of 
gold’”’ story, told by Grover Bergdoll 
when he made his escape from army 
guards while on temporary leave to go 
into the hills of Maryland to dig up 
the treasure, developed during the hear- 
ing before Mr. Morris. 

It was reported the pot contained 
$105,000. It is known that Bergdoll re- 
ceived this amount of gold from the 
United States Treasury in exchange for 
currency shortly before he was cap- 
tured, court-martialed and sentenced to 
five years ita Leavenworth Prison. 

A sworn statement by Bergdoll sub- 
mitted at the hearing sald the pot con- 
tains $240,000. The statement, by Berg- 
doll before Dr. Wilhelm Rothfritz, a 
notary public in Baden, Germany, where 
he has lived most of the time since his 
flight from America, said in part: 

“The $105,000 which my mother claims 
to have buried is absolutely her own. 
The $240,000 which I concealed (the 
buried = and the gold notes which I 
took along to Europe were my own 
property and = mother knows abso- 
lutely nothing about the place where I 
buried the gold.”’

It is a mistake to think that the pres- 
ent Government has been hanging back 
until it could see what the results were 
likely to be of the negotiations with 
Italy, Belgium and other creditor coun- 
tries.

Staten Island. Marks ‘End of 
Steam Locomotives on Perth 
Amboy Division. 


LYNCH LEADS CEREMONY 


Commends B. & O. for Prompt Ac- 
tion in Obeying the Law—Gallo- 
way Asks Cooperation. 


Staten Island took a half holiday yes- 
terday, in accordance with a proclama- 
tion by’ Borough President John A. 
Lynch of Richmond County, to eelebrate 
the electrification of twenty miles of 
the Staten Island Rapid Transit Rail- 
way tracks over which steam locomo- 
tives have been operated for the last 
forty years. 


President Lynch formally opened the 
electric service on the main line to Tot- 
tenville in a ceremony just outside the 
terminal at St. George which was at- 
tended by public and railroad officials 
and a.group of 700 cheering residents 
of Staten Island. At President Lynch’s 
signal, the old steam locomotives and 
their cars were withdrawn from service 
permanently and their places taken by 
motiern steel trains operated by elec- 
tricity from a third rail. 

In his speech, Borough President 
Lynch commended the attitude of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad management, 
which controls the Staten Island road, 
for its attitude toward the law requir- 
ing the replacement of steam power by 
electricity. 

“Instead of seeking delays, or to re- 
peal the law,” he said, ‘immediate 
steps were taken to put it into effect. 
Thus we have today ready for opera- 
tion twenty miles of double track elec- 
tric railway of the most modern con- 
struction, steel cars of a size to pass 
through the new tunnel to Brooklyn and 
the subway system of the greater city, 
and a signal system which will safe- 
guard the lives of the passengers.” 

The four-car train which took the offi- 
cial party to Tottenville yesterday made 
stops at every station, where enthusias- 
tic crowds of residents fathered. At 
New Dorp and Bay Terrace groups of 
school children waved streamers and 
flags as the train went by. Two air- 
planes from Miller Field followed the 
train. Harry Willlams, the engineer, 
made the run in forty-three minutes. 
George White, a veteran, was the con- 
duetor. 

At Tottenville the officials and guests, 
headed by the Baltimore & Ohio and 
the Mount Loretto boys’ band, paraded 
to the Acquehonga Athletic Field, where 
hundreds of persons had assembled to 
greet them. ' Addresses were made by 
Borough President Lynch, Charles W. 
Galloway, Vice President of the Balti- 
more & Ohio; Roy B. White, General 
Manager of the New York terminal lines 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, and 
County Judge J. Harry Tiernan. 

_Mr. Galloway said that the electrifica- 
tion of the railroad had cost nearly 
$7,000,000. 

“Competing bus systems,’ he_ said, 
“constitute the chief danger to the fi- 
nancial stability of the new roads. They 
have already taken 19,000 passengers 
from us at Port Richmond and New 
Brighton. We cannot hope to complete 
the electrification of the railroads of 
Staten Island unless you are willing to 
take advantage of the saving that will 

ult from the usé of them.”

IS OFF FOR CHICAGO

marking, “‘Here take it; good luck go 
with you.’ Then the mall sacks were 
piled in. As the pilot threw in’ his 
throttle the moon. broke from behind a 
bank of clouds. The machine soared in 
the air. Bathed in the moonlight, It 
sped westward, The drone of its motor 
grew fainter and fainter until it died 
away. 

Just before the second plane left, Con- 
men LaGuardia of New York 
anded on the field from a Martin 
bomber, having been piloted over from 
Langley Field, Virginia, by Lieutenant 
John M. Davis. A large passenger plane 
had landed earlier in the evening, bring- 
ing with it a number of New York news- 
paper men. 

The huge flying field was illuminated 
by beacons throwing lights of 500,000,- 
000 candle power. More than one thou- 
sand automobiles that brought specta- 
tors from all over New Jersey and 

oints in, New York had their head- 
ights trained on the field where the 
two De Haviland planes stoed sur- 
rounded by onlookers. 

The thirty-nine sacks which comprised 
the initial load of the two planes left the 
New York postoffice at S&S voclock 
They were carried by train to New 
Brunswick and then by mail truck to 
the flying field, and less than an hour 
later tne first plane was loaded and 
ready for the epoch-making flight. 

The Postmaster General helped load the 
thirty-six sacks that formed the cargo of 
the second plane. Only a few persons 
Were on the field when BRilot Hill 
climbed into the cockpit of his machine 
and waving his hand to the mechanics, 
signaled for the skids to be pulled from 
in front of the wheels. 

His engine roared and after a short 
run across the field the machine rose 
from the ground, climbed higher and 
higher and a few minutes later was lost 
in the darkness as it sped westward. 

Included in Pilot Hill‘s mail sacks 
were jetters of greeting from Mayor 
John J. Morrison of New Brunswick to 
Mayor William E. Dever of Chicago, as 
well as lettefs from business houses 
here to their branch offices in the Illi- 
nois city. 

The inauguration of the New York- 
Chicago night air mail service comes on 
the first anniversary of the commence- 
ment of the first tratiseontinental air 
mail delivery bétween New York and 
San Francisco. For 10 cents an ounce 
letters and packages will be carried be- 
tween the two largést American cities on 
a flying schedule of a little more than 
eight hours. 


82 Reacon Lights. 


Along the 774-mile course bétween the 
eastern terminal and Chicago, the 
fliers will be guided by thirty-two 


search lights of 5,000,000 candle power, 
approximately twenty-five miles apart. 
These beacons are located at emergency 
landing fields, and in addition there are 
other flashing beacons casting their rays 
at such an angle that the pilot ap- 
proaching from any direction should ul- 
limately find one. 

The large beacon lights can be seen 
cn a clear night for nearly fifty miles, 
so that under remery lying condi- 
tions the pilot of the night air mail will 
always have a fresh light in sight be- 
fore he loses sight of thé last one. 

The emergéncy fields are laid out s6 
that if a pilot should find himself in 
difficulty, he should be able to make 
@ forced landing without Senate. 

Only three stops are scheduled for 
east and west bound pilots. The first 
one, on leaving Hadley Field, is at 
Bellefonte, Pa., goou’ two hours’ flying 
time from New Brunswick. Only about 
twenty minutes will bé consumed here, 
while the mail sacks afe being trans- 
ferred to another plane. The next stop 
is at Cleveland, Ohio, which should be 
reached about two and a half hours 
later. Bryan, Ohio, an hour further 
along the way, is the last stop before 
Chieago. 

The present flying schedule calls for 
delivery of the mail at the Chicago post- 
ofi¢e at 6:45 A. M. Central Time,, 11 
hours and 45 minutes’ elapsed time from 
postoffice to postofficé and 8 hours and 
15 minutes’ actual flying time between 
the éastern and western terminals. 

For the present De Haviland planes 
equipped with Liberty engines of 400 
horsepower are being used, but the Post- 
office Department will use several 
planes soon specially designed for the 
night air mail.

Research Body Asks Education 
Association to Seek Ending 
of ‘Hire and Fire’ Policy. 


REPORT SCORES GAG LAWS 


Resistance to ‘Padlocking Door of 
Truth’ Is Advocated — Resolu- 
tlons on Evolution Barred. 


Special to The New York Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 1.—Conspicuous 
a@mong the reports of research commit- 
tees of the National Education Associa- 
tion, presented today to the Representa- 
tive Assembly of the association, was 
the report of a committee of 100 on the 
tenure of teaching, in which it was 
urged that campaigns should be started 
in the majority of the States to obtain 
laws guaranteeing an indefinite tenure 
for competent teachers. 

The report, read by Frederick M. 
Hunter, Superintendent of Schools of 
Oakland, Cal., and former President of 
the education association, was accepted 
by the assembly, and the committee was 
authorized to continue its research to 


tHe end of aboilshing the ‘‘hire-and- 
fire’. policy which, Mr. Hunter said, 
now is prevalent in the majority of the 
States. 

Asserting that teachers must aban- 
don ‘‘small, petty, personal views’ of 
the subject, Mr. Hunter urged that the 
Slogan of the campaigns for prolonged 
tenure of teaching should be, “For the 
children of Arnerica.”’ 

“There is at present a turnover of 
from 50 to 68 per cent. of public-school 
teachers every year,’’ Mr. Hunter said. 
“This does not make the profession at- 
tractive. ' 

“‘Indéfinite tenure, research has shown, 
tends to decrease turnover and to in- 
crease the stability of the profession. 
It protects the great body of good teach- 
ers from political attack and from re- 
moval for personal or political reasons 
in spite of competent teaching. 

“The absence of such protection of 
tenure opens the way for the workings 
of a political spoils system. A sound 
tenure law would provide for easy dis- 
missal of incompetent or insubordinate 
teachers. It encourages professional 
growth, as the records of such States 
as New Jersey, Massachusetts, Mary- 
land, California and the District of Co- 
lumbia, where tenure laws have long 
been in force, show.” 

An indirect allusion to. the Tennessee 
Anti-Evolution law was made in the re- 
ort of Francis G. Blair, Illinois Super- 
ntendent of Public Instruction, on ‘‘Pro- 
gressive Forces’’ before the Representa- 
tive Assembly.

OF SPECIAL COUNSEL 


Permitted to Name His Own Aids, 
He Reorganizes Anti-Trust 
Bureau. 


United States Attorney Emory R. 
Buckner announced last night that his 
efforts to eliminate special assistants to 
the Attorney, General in, this jurisdic- 
tion had been successful and that here- 
after all litigation here would be under 
his sole control. 

Shortly after he assumed office a spe- 
cial assistant assigned to trust matters 
gave an interview in which he intimated 
that certain things were to happen here 
soon. The interview was widely pub- 
lished. Mr. Buckner was displeased, and 
said he would at once take steps to ac- 


quire control of all Federal litigation in 
this district. This was four months ago 


and his objective was attained about ten 
days ago. Since that time Mr. Buckner 


has been reorganizing the Anti-Trust 
Bureau. 

At the head of the bureau he has 
placed Alexander B. Royce, who will 
succeed Major David A. L’Esperance, 
who resigned. Mr. Royce is a member 
of the law firm of McLaughlin & Royce. 
Until Jan. 1 he had been connected with 
Mr, Buckner’s law firm. He is 31 years 
old and a graduate of Yale, where he 
was the ae editor of The Yale 
Daily News. é was graduated from 
the Harvard Law School in 1920 with 
honors. He was an editor of The Har- 
vard Law Review for a time before he 
was graduated. At the time of the armi- 
stice he was in command of the Second 
Battalion, 302d Field Artillery, first as 
Captain and later as Major. After the 
armistice he was with the student de- 
tachment in England as a student at 
New College, Oxford. 

Major L’Esperance, whose resignation 
takes effect Sept. 15, has been at the 
head of the bureau for three and a half 
years. During that time he gathered 
much of the evidence which resulted in 
the conviction of a number of indi- 
viduals and firms in combinations in 
restraint of trade. R. W. Joyce and 
Joseph F. Kroppy, assistants to Major 
L’Esperance, have also resigned and 
will resume private practice. 

In appointing assistants to the new 
bureau head Mr, Buckner has adhered 
to his policy of selecting young men 
who have recently been graduated from 
law schools. These new assistants are 
Frederic R. Coudert Jr., a member of 
the firm of Coudert Brothers of this 
city and Paris. Mr. Coudert is the son 
of the head of the firm. He is 27 years 
old. He left Columbia Law School in 
May, 1917, to enter the war as a First 
Lieutenant of the New York National 
Guard. After the armistice he received 
his degree from Columbia College and 
was graduated from the Columbia Law 
School. 

Another assistant to Mr. Royce is W. 
H. Kenyon Jr., son of the senior mem- 
ber of the patent firm of Kenyon & 
Kenyon. He is 26 years old. He served 
in the war as an ambulance driver on 
the Italian front. He graduated from 
Harvard College in 1921 and from Har- 
vard Law School in 1924. 

Another assistant in the bureau is 
Miss Crenna Sellers, a graduate of the 
University of Missouri, who for five 
years received general experience as 
school teacher, bank cashier and_ ex- 
amination clerk to the California State 
Civil Service Commissioner. She will 
graduate from Yale Law School in Sep- 
tember. 

Mr. Buckner said that the bureau on 
anti-trust work would keep in close as- 
sociation with and would act under the 
supervision of Colonel William J. Dono- 
van, the general assistant to the At- 
torney General in charge of the work 
throughout the country.

Gives Theory of Coast Quake. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, DsC., July 1.—E. 
Lester Jones, director of the Coast and 


Geodetic Survey, issued a ‘statement 
here tonight on the probable cause of 


When! the Santa Barbara quake. 


The statement follows: 

“The Santa Barbara earthquake was 
due to a slipping along of a fault be- 
lieved dead, as indicated on the Califor- 
nia fault man prepared by the Seismo- 
logical Society of America, probably a 
fault passing directly through the town. 
The slipping was due to an adjustment 
of stress probably arising from a change 
of load on the earth's surface due to 
erosion from mountains and deposit of 
sediment under sea. 

‘‘Most earthquakes occur at places} 
where there is a sudden change of ele- 
vation, especially those along the Pacif- 
ic Coast. There was no relation to the 
Montana quakes except that it is barely 
possible that one of the Montana quakes 
acted as a trigger to set off the Califor- 
nia quake. Even this relation is doubt- 
ful. 

“This country is now having a perlod 
of maximum earthquake activity likely 
to be followed by a period of quiet. 

“The probability of furth>r earth- 
quakes in the East is not affected by 
the occurrences in the West. There 
is no reason to expect a severe earth- 
quake in the East in the near future. 

“The Santa Barbara earthquake was 
of a. local type, very severe at the 
centre but not porrny Big X The Mon- 
tana quake was more like the Canadian 
quake of Feb. 28—of deep origin cover- 
ing a large area, but wfthout local con- 
centration of maximum damage,"’ .

‘“‘dickey’’ and short waiter’s jacket he 
was first seen struggling with a taxicab 
driver near the Manhattan end of the 
bridge. Among those who witnessed the 
struggle as the two men, one trying to 
jump. the other endeavoring to restrain 
iim, swayed to and fro on the lattice 
work structure of the pridge, was Mrs. 
Rose Stern. She was busy in the kitchen 
of her home at 17 East Street, preparing 
breakfast for her husband, a volunteer 
life saver, and her twy sons, Frederick 
and George. 

East Street runs parallel to the East 
River and the Rose home Its just a few 
feet north of the bridge, so that her view 
of the struggle was uninterrupted.

Taxpayer Seeks to Prevent Cancel-

The complaint says that the Commis- 
sioner of Docks advertised on May 12 
last that he would sell the concessions 
on the following city property: Cham- 
bers Street and North River: Twenty- 
third Street and North’ River; Forty- 
second Street and North River: foot of 
City Island Avenue, Bronx, and lunch- 
room privilege opposite Pier 33, South 
Brooklyn. All were occupied at the 
time, according to Hanlon, but the 
about to expire. 

The bidders and the amounts were an- 
nounced on May 4 as follows: Lot 1 
Louls Strates, $5,200; Lot 2, James Car- 
rides, $8,400; Lot 3, Pericles Gilannopou- 
los, $13,050; Lot 4, Peter Antonopculos, 
$1,750, and Lot 5, John Georges, $1,700. 
Hanlon alleges that, instead of awarding 
the concessions to the highest bidders, 
the Commissioner asked for permission 
from. the Sinking Fund Commission to 
reject the bids and to advertise again. 

The complaint says that the bids of 
Strates and Carrides were controlled by 
Giannopoulos and that they were only 
“dummies.’’ The other bidders, Anto- 
nopoulos and Georges, do not Wish to 
cancel their bids, according to Hanlon. 
He declared if the Commissioner is al- 
lowed to reject the bids the new ones 
advertised for could not go into effect 
until Sept. 1. 

Hanlon said that a total of $16,750 had 
been paid to the city, as against $26, 
750 it would receive under the new bids 
if they were recognized.

The situation is serious enough to 
hasten negotiations for an accord 
between France and Spain for com- 
mon action against App-EL-Krim. At 
Madrid a certain amount of satisfac- 
tion must exist over the recollection 
of what French military opinion had 
to say concerning Spanish fighting 
morale. But revenge is not a luxury 
that Spain can afford. Both nations 
have every reason fér joining forces 
to clean up the Riff problem. 


SUPER-POWER-AND LOCAL 

. GOVERNMENT. 
There has been complaint for years 
against the encroachment of Federal 
administration upon local self-govern- 
ment, but, as was once said of com- 
plaints about the weather, nobody 
does anything. From ‘Secretary 
Hoover’s address before the National 
Electric Light Association “one gathers 
that he is an exception. He vigorously 
opposed the idea of transferring ‘‘ local 
‘problems to absentee solution ‘at 
‘* Washington.’’ Of the resultant evil 
he of all men has exhaustive knowl- 
edge. ‘‘ Nothing,’’ he said, ‘' will pro- 
duce worse service.”” Electric power 
“1s by necessity local in its districts— 
as to its service, its generation and 
*distribution.’’ In order to avoid 
ruinous duplication of plants, all the 
States have severally “ abandoned the 
notion of compelling competition asa 
‘*method of holding down rates and 
“holding up service.”’ The result is 
* definite territorial monopolies,"’ 
which have proved in the main highly 
reasonable and efficient. Local self- 
government is abreast of the times—in 
advance of the Federal anti-trust 
laws. 

The trouble begins when electric 
power plants, being “ no respecters of 
State lines,’’ spread abroad, as they 
already bid fair to do in New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania. Gov- 
ernor PINCHOT’s commission pointed 
out of late that two or more States 
may make cooperative agreements, in 
the nature of treaties, provided they 
are on subjects that concern the 
States alone and do not affect the sov- 
ereign power of the Federal Govern- 
ment. Local regulation of utilities 
may become to that extent interstate, 
to the great advantage of self-govern- 
ment. Company, consumers and com- 
mission will remain in touch with one 
another. As Mr. Hoover says, “ the 
“essence of regulation lies in a tight 
grip upon the concern that actually 
He pro- 
ceeds to draw a distinction between 
electric utilities and railways, which he 
regards as more nearly national in ex- 
tension; but in 1920 the Interstate 
Commerce Commission was empow- 
ered and directed by Federal statute 
to regroup railways into more nar- 
rowly regional units. Eventually there 
may be no great difference in magni- 
tude between the regional power sys- 
tem and the regional railway system. 
In both cases we shall have industrial 
units transcending in wealth and 
power many of the territorial units

Will the Federal 
Government permit the economy and 
efficiency of regional monopoly, or will 
it imsist upon the traditional competi- 
tion through reduplicated plants?

Hoover says only that the problem 
should be solved ‘‘on engineering 
principles.’’ Befor@ weican do that 
we shall all have to do a deal of close 
thinking about local self-government

Negotiations with the Italian Gov-; 


ernment about its war debt to this 
country have been broken off, in order 
to permit the Italian representatives 
to gather complete statistical informa- 
tion concerning Italy’s ability to pay. 
The presumption is that in so doing 
the Italians are not merely ‘‘ stalling.’’ 
Italy has profited by the mistakes 
made by France, and has taken into 
consideration the real attitude of the 
American .people on this subject. It 
is more than likely that this endeavor 
to avoid pitfalls has played a part in 
the temporary postponement of the 
discussions, and that the Italians hope 
that when their representatives retura 
with fuller information negotiations 
with the French. will already be in 
Like Franée they hope for 


in discussing solutions will help to 
clear the path for Italy. 

The Italians have been quicker than 
the French to perceive that American 
sentiment on the debts has been stif- 
fening. Public opinion might have 
supported some generous remission at 
the time of the armistice. But since 
then the greater the obstacles and de- 


lays in the settlement, the more op-/j. 


posed have Americans become to can- 
cellation in whole or in,part. In par- 
ticular have they resented the appar- 
ent trifling on the part of some of our 
European debtors. Yet the present is 
the most propitious time to reach a 
formal settlement. Antagonism to- 
ward the Continental attitude on the 
debts has not yet turned into animos- 
ity. The country is prosperous. There 
is no pressing need for immediate pay- 
ments from our foreign debtors, and 
the disposition to make lenient terms 
is favorable. If time passes with no 
settlements made, not only is the pub- 
lic impatience sure to increase, but it 
is possible that the economic condi- 
tion of the country may not be so 
good, and that, in consequence, the 
2ttssure for harsher terms will be 
greater. 
More, even, 
reparations, the real problem is the 
‘‘can’’ rather than the “ ought.’’ 
The European nations have reluctant- 


no reduction in the legal face value 
of the debts. But it remains to be 
seen how many cents can be paid 
on the dollar. The United States Gov- 
ernment realizes that Italy’s financial 
position is at present unsatisfactory. 
For this reason it is perféetly pre- 
pared to grant such terms of settle- 
ment as may appear equitable. But 
they must take into account not 
only the present bad state of affairs, 


but the likelihood of a great improve- | 


ment in coming years. This requires 
thorough study. Our Debt Funding 
Commission undoubtedly will grant 
all the time necessary for such work, 
not only in the case of Italy but also 
of the other debtor nations.

EDUCATING JAYWALKERS. 

Under the command of Special Dep- 
uty Commissioner BARRON G. COLLIER, 
the police have begun a new drive 
against “ jaywalkers.’’ They are to 
have silent treatment, receiving from 
the hand of a courteous officer during 
traffic jams a card drawing attention 
to their gulit and admonishing them 
to ‘cross only at crossings ”’ 
wait for signals. It was a genius 
who contrived the railroad warning 
in country districts: “Stop! Look! 
Listen!’’ You had to do only just 
what it said to be safe. But the de- 
signer of the police card to eliminate 
“ jaywalking ’”’.was a bungler. “ Al- 
ways look left—look right’’ is the 
rule it lays down for a long life in 
New York. But if that is all the 
pedestrian does, he will be in constant 
danger: He should look in front of 
him, to the right and left of him, and 
unfailingly behind him. Actually he 
never has the right of way at a cross- 
ing, even when the traffic policeman 
raises his hand to stop the tide of 
travel running north and south. Then 
the east and west bound pedestrians 
should be able to proceed without vi- 
sions of sudden death, but round the 
corner from the cross street pour the 


taxis and thé autos and the trucks in | 


an erratic stream and at various 
speeds. The walkers—not the jay- 
walkers—must at once cope with 


this legitimate invasion of the crossing 
that theoretically belongs to them. |

But jaywalker is a title to 
be worn with satisfgction in cases of 
taking the middle of the block when 
traffic has been stopped at the inter- 
secting street above and below. In 
that zone of safety the pedestrian 
may cross at his ease. Every police- 
man knows it. This was brought out 
when Commissioner ENRIGHT in Oc- 
tober, 1924, threatened citizéns with 
an ordinance to arrest and fine them 
unless they crossed ‘“‘ the streets at 
crésswalks.”’ Asking for the right to 
control pedestrian traffic as he con- 
trolled motor vehicle traffic, and pro- 
posing to herd pedestrians to the right 
and left to clear the sidewalks and to 
keep people moving, he was aston- 
ished at the roar of protest. On all 
sides there sprang up defenders of the 
jaywalking that consists in passing 
through the real zone of safety. No 
one had a word to say in palliation 
of the jaywalking that consists in dis- 
regarding traffic signals at crossings 
or dodging in and out between moving 
vehicles. That sort of idiocy makes

Hadassah Report Puts Cost at 
$500,000 a Year—Zionists 
Go to Wilson’s Tomb. 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (4).—Assump- 
tion of responsibility for financing all 
medical work in Palestine was urged 
on American Jewish women in a report 
presented today at the opening session 
of the eleventh annual convention of 
Hadassah, the women’s Zionist organi- 
zation of America. The cost of this 
work for the cyrrent year was estimated 


at $500,000. 

The report, présented by Miss Henri- 
etta Szold of New York, President of 
the organization, who spends much of 
her time in Palestine, disclosed that 
during the last three years upward of 
$1,000,000 had been raised in America 
and spent in the Holy Land for Hadas- 
sah’s program, which includes work in 
hospitals, service outside of hospitals, 
infant welfare work, and orphan care. 
From Jan, 1 to June 1 this year $238,560 
was received. 

Miss Szold announced that a tubercu- 
losis sanitarium would be established 
soon at Safed, through funds: con- 
tributed by the Hadassah organization 
of Canada, and that a hospital would 
be built in Tiberias with funds donated 
CS A aire.

ASKS BAPTISTS TO OUST 
MODERNIST MISSIONERS 


Resolution at Northern Conven- 
tion Waits—Park Av. Charch 
Issue Comes Up Today. 


SEATTLE, July 1 (4).—Despite pleas 
for peace within the Church by all the 
speakers on the preliminary program 
yesterday, the issue of Fundamentalism 


versus Modernism was tonight squarely 
before the 2,000 delegates to the nine- 
teenth annual meeting of the Northern 
Baptist Church Convention. 

The Rev. Dr. W. B.. Hinson of Port- 
land, Ore., raised the issue today with 
the presentation of a resolution that all 
missionaries whose beliefs do not accord 
with historic Baptist canons be recalled 
from the field. 

A few hisses greeted Modernists who 
rose to speak on the resolution, but they 
agreed with Fundamentalist speakers 
that the best course was to print the 
resolution and let the delegates read it 
before attempting action. Printing was 
ordered. 

The same theological question re- 
mained in abeyance concerning five del- 
egates from the Park Avenue Baptist 
Church, New York City, of which Dr. 
Harry Emerson Fosdick, advanced Mod- 
ernist, is the new pastor. The seating 
of these delegates must be decided by 
the Credentials Committee, headed by 
Corwin S. Shank, Seattle layman, who 
was formerly President of the conven- 
tion, probably tomorrow. 

Meantime the status of the Rev. Dr. 
Cornelius Woelfkin, whom Fosdick suc- 
ceeds as pastor of the Park Avenue Con- 
gregation, called the Rockefeller Church, 
remained unattacked. He is not a mem- 
ber of the Park Avenue official delega- 
tion, but belongs to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the convention. 

Some leaders expressed the hope that 
Dr. Woelfkin would not force an issue, 
but simply fail to offer to function as 
a member of the committee. Others 
declared that hee ould not, without a 
change in the by-laws of the conven- 
tion, be prevented from functioning, and 
added that such a change could not be 
commpraeen before the next annual meet-

After graduating from Amherst in 1889 
he taught English in various American 
schools and then spent four years at 
Berlin and Strassburg in post-graduate 
studying. <A brief period as an associate 
editor of The Cosmopolitan Magazine 
was followed in 1898 by his appointment 
as Associate Professor of English and 
Public Speaking at Amherst, the next 
year his title being changed to Asso- 
ciate Professor of English Literature.

PROF. HENDRIXSON DEAD. 


Grinnell Instructor Found Lifeless 
In Michigan Summer Cottage. 


MANISTEE, Mich., July 1 (#).—The 
body of Professor Walter Scott Hendrix- 


son, 66 years old, Professor of Chemistry 
at Grinnell College, Grinnell, Iowa, 
where he made his home, was discovered 
in his Portage Point cottage this morn- 
ing. He had died of internal hemor- 
rhage. The body will be sent to Grin- 
nell tomorrow. 


Professor Hendrixson was born Jan. 
j1, 1859, at Felicity, Ohio. He was grad- 
uated from Union Christian College in 
1881, later taking the degrees of M. A. 

He taught 
chemistry and physics at Antioch College 
from 1882 to 1888, and since 1890 had 
been Professor of Chemistry at Grinnell, 
occasionally lecturing on his specialty in 
the Summer at other Middle Western 
universities. He was President of the 
Iowa Academy of Science in 1899 and of 
the Association of Iowa Colleges in 1900.

DWIGHT W. TRYON, 
NOTED PAINTER, DIES 


New Yorker Won Many Prizes, 
With His Landscapes Dur- | 
ing a Long Career. 


DISAPPOINTED MARK TWAIN 


Humorist Remonstrated Against De- 
cision to Drop Business for Art 
—Pleasantly Surprised. 


SOUTH DARTMOUTH, Mass., July 1 
(?).—Dwight W. Tryon of New York and 
this village, internationally known land- 
scape painter, died here this morning 
of cirrhosis of the liver, after an illness 
of several months. . 

He was born at Hartford, Conn., sev- 
enty-five years ago. For thirty-three 
years he was head of the art depart- 
ment at Smith College. 

Mr. Tryon is survived by his wife and 
by several cousins, who are expected 
from Connecticut tomorrow. 

In the late '70s Mark Twain remon- 
strated with his young friend Tryon, 
then a bookseller in Hartford, who had 
decided to give up business and study 
to become a painter. Mr. Tryon pleas- 
antly disappointed his distinguished 
friend by not only escaping the pre- 
dicted ‘‘starvation,” but also achieving 
fame for his poetic and intellectual 
paintings. 





High Praise From Critics. 


Considered by most art critics one of 
the best of contemporary American 
landscapists, Mr. Tryon received his art 
education in Paris --nder J. de la Che- 
vreuse, C. Daubigny and A. Guillemet 
and at the Ecole des Beaux-Arts. He 
won the gold medal of the American 
Art Association at New York in 1886 
and 1887, taking also in the latter year 
the Hallgarten Prize of the National 
Academy of Design. At the Chicago Ex- 
position of 1893 he received no less than 
thirteen medals. 

The number of prizes, in money or 
medals, won by Tryon in this country | 
and abroad ig too great for more than 
a fraction to be mentioned. The list 
includes, besides those already noted, a 
first-class gold medal of the Munich 
International Exposition, first prizes at 
Cleveland in 1895, at Nashville in 1897 
and at the Carnegie Institute in 1899, 
the sum of $1,500 accompanying a gold 
medal in the last instance, and gold | 
medals at Buffalo in 1901 and St. Louis | 
in 1904. ’ 

Mr. Tryon was a member of the Na- 
tional Institute of Arts and Letters and | 
the American Water Color Society. On 
his retirement from the professorship at | 
Smith College two years ago he re- 
ceived the.honorary degree of Master 
of Arts. 


His Landscapes’ Characteristics. 


Some idea of the characteristics of the 
Tryon landscapes may be gathered from

on his painting ‘‘Autumn Morning,” ex- 
hibited in this city in 1910 at the new 
Montross Gallery: “* * * its auster- 
ity and gravity, both in color and com- 
position, are such as to awaken a deeper | 
emotion than often is conveyed by mod- 
ern landscape. Although it contains 
much rich and powerful color, there is 
a curious cold solemnity in the general 
effect, just such a suggestion of warmth 
withdrawn from air and sky as one re- 
ceives from the Autumn landscape in 
Northern regions.’’ 

Of ‘“‘Autumn Twilight’”’ the same critic | 
wrote: 
“This canvas, like the other, is a 
convincing demonstration of the power 
of matter to express the intangible 

spirit of beauty.’’

Chicago Professor Holds Theology 
Must Accept Bigger Ideas.

CHICAGO, July 1.—Evolution in its 
deeper actions offers the world a religion 
more stocked with fire and brimstone 
than the old Calvinistic doctrine, accord- 
ing to Thomas C. Chamberlin, Emeritus 
Professor of Geology at the University 
of Chicago.

“We are just beginning to get at the 
job of finding out what things are. 
The great facts of geology, chemistry 
and physics are solid, but the interpre- 
tations have to be shifted a good deal. 

“I believe that those who look at 
things from the theological point of view 
will have to shift also.

to accept something bigger than a God 
who was a special patron of the Jews. 
Fale: f have got to have a God of the 
world, which is rather large, and which 
has been running for millions of years 
and is likely to run millions more.” 

“Mr. Bryan says you scientists toss 
ciphers about carelessly,’’ it was sug- 
gested.

PALESTINE MEDICINE 


Hadassah Report Puts Cost at 
$500,000 a Year—Zionists 
Go to Wilson’s Tomb. 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (4).—Assump- 
tion of responsibility for financing all 
medical work in Palestine was urged 
on American Jewish women in a report 
presented today at the opening session 
of the eleventh annual convention of 
Hadassah, the women’s Zionist organi- 
zation of America. The cost of this 
work for the cyrrent year was estimated 


at $500,000. 

The report, présented by Miss Henri- 
etta Szold of New York, President of 
the organization, who spends much of 
her time in Palestine, disclosed that 
during the last three years upward of 
$1,000,000 had been raised in America 
and spent in the Holy Land for Hadas- 
sah’s program, which includes work in 
hospitals, service outside of hospitals, 
infant welfare work, and orphan care. 
From Jan, 1 to June 1 this year $238,560 
was received. 

Miss Szold announced that a tubercu- 
losis sanitarium would be established 
soon at Safed, through funds con- 
tributed by the Hadassah organization 
of Canada, and that a hospital would 
be built in Tiberias with funds donated 
7, ala Peter J. Schwaeitzer of New 

ork.

ASKS BAPTISTS TO OUST

Resolution at Northern Conven- 
tion Waits—Park Av. Charch 
Issue Comes Up Today. 


SEATTLE, July 1 (4).—Despite pleas 
for peace within the Church by all the 
speakers on the preliminary program 
yesterday, the issue of Fundamentalism 
versus Modernism was tonight squarely 
before the 2,000 delegates to the nine- 
teenth annual meeting of the Northern 
Baptist Church Convention. 

The Rev, Dr, W. B.. Hinson of Port- 
land, Ore., raised the issue today with 
the presentation of a resolution that all 
missionaries whose beliefs do not accord 
with historic Baptist canons be recalled 
from the field. 

A few hisses greeted Modernists who 
rose to speak on the resolution, but they 
agreed with Fundamentalist speakers 
that the best course was to print the 
resolution and let the delegates read it 
before attempting action. Printing was 
ordered. 

The same theological question re- 
mained in abeyance concerning five del- 
egates from the Park Avenue Baptist 
Church, New York City, of which Dr. 
Harry Emerson Fosdick, advanced Mod- 
ernist, is the new pastor. he seating 
of these delegates must be decided by 
the Credentials Committee, headed by 
Corwin S. Shank, Seattle layman, who 
was formerly President of the conven- 
tion, probably tomorrow. 

Meantime the status of the Rev. Dr. 
Cornelius Woelfkin, whom Fosdick suc- 
ceeds as pastor of the Park Avenue Con- 
gregation, called the Rockefeller Church, 
remained unattacked.

OIL LOCOMOTIVE A SUCCESS. 


Diesel Type Satisfies Baldwins After 
Ten Years Spent in Tests. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 1.—The Bald- 
| win Locomotive Works announced today 
that tests made in the company’s Ed¢y- 
stone yards have proved the new Diesel- 
type internal combustion locomotive to 


be an operating and economic success, 

One of the locomotives will be turned 
over to the Reading Railroad this week 
for a tryout on local service. 

The tests show a reduction in fuel cost 
|of 25 per cent. in handling freight traf- 
| fic under certain conditions as against 
coal burning motive power. The present 
model oil locomotive has developed 1,000 
horsepower, which is about one-third 
the draw-bar strength of the Pacific 
type steam locomotive now in general 
use on the Pennsylvania system. 

According to Samuel Vauclain, Presi- 
éent of the Baldwin Locomotive Works, 
the Diesel locomotive is not intended 
generally to displace the present coal 
burners. The cost of construction is 
higher but it will be a profitable oper- 
ating unit in sections where water is 
scarce or where oil is cheaper than coal. 

The company has been experimenting 
for the last ten years on internal com- 
bustion locomotives. The results ob- 
tained from the first model exceeded ex- 
| pectations, no difficulties having been 
| encouncered in the test runs, It-is sald 
that it will prove highly economical: in 
switching service wherever the tracks 
are laid in a special way.

The police did not pause for further 
questioning, but followed Bishop Adam 
| upstairs into the dimly lighted church, 
where the Bishop put on his ecclesiastl- 
| cal’ robes and conducted a short service 
; to mark the formal transfer of the 
church into his hands. There were a 
| few simple chants sung by the priests, 
and two minutes of prayer, after which 
Dr. Turkevitch handed over the keys to 
|} the new ruler of the church. 
| No one seemed to know the where- 
| abouts of Bishop Platon. 
said the Bishop probably had gone to 
Philadelphia. But Bishop Platon was 
| found, sitting quietly in a front room of 
the rectory, with a huge portrait of 
Czar Nicholas II and the Czarina on the 
wall. The white-bearded prelate, head 
of the Orthodox Church here during five 
years of protracted litigation over the 
ownership and authority of church prop. 
erty, made little protest as Captain 
Gegan read him the order, and agreed to 
leave the rectory within a few hours. 
His personal effects will be kept until 
Monday of next week. 


Fire Years’ Litigation Ended, 


The action of the bomb squad yester- 
day was the climax of five years of 
bitter litigation to decide who is the 
true Bishop of the Orthodox Church in 
the North American diocese. The 
trouble dated almost from the Summer 
of 1919, when Platon returned to Amer- 
ica as a refugee from Russia. Before 
the war he had been head of the church 
in America, but when he returned, bit- 
terly opposed to the Bolshevist régime, 
he was assailed as a ‘‘usurper’’ and an 
‘impostor.’’ He claimed to have re- 
ceived his authority from Patriarch 
Tikhon, supreme head of the Orthodox 
Church, but shortly before his death in 
April of this year Tikhon is said to 
have denied Platon’s claim. The result 
was a controversy which split the 
Orthodox community in America into 
warring factions. 

One of those who sought to_ wrest 
power from Platon was John S. Ke- 
yan A of Hartford, Conn., who made 
a forcibl 
1923, but was ejected by the police. 
Kedrovsky had been emboldened b 
decision handed down by Justice 
Avoy, which said that Platon showed no 
clear title to the office. A subsequent 
decision by Justice Ford, in December, 
1924, upheld Platon against Kedrovsky, 
implying that Kedrovsky 
Soviet influence.

romptly appealed the case on behalf of 
Bishop Adam Phillipovsky, who had 
been pastor of the Orthodox Church at 
Astoria, L. I. The result of this appeal 
was the decision of Justice Lydon, which 
was the basis of yesterday’s police ac- 
tion. 
was ordered to turn over the property 
lof the church to Bishop Adam, and he 
was restrained from interfering with 
Adam or from questionong Adam’s title 
in any way. ; 

Attorneys for Bishop Platon in turn 
appealed this decision, and an injunction 
was issued by Justice Tierney on June 
15 restraining any attempts to enforce 
the Lydon decision pending a hearing. 
The hearing was held before Justice 
Aaron J. Levy of the Supreme Court, 
and a decision is expected shortly. 


Platon Faction Incensea. 


The Platon faction, through its at- 


torneys, expressed itself as being in- 
censed at yesterday’s action. They were 
indignant, first because no heed seemed 
to have been taken of the restraining 
order of Justice Tierney, and secondly 
because the Bomb Squad and not the 
Sheriff had acted in the case. The 
forcible entry was characterized by 
| Louis O. Bergh of the firm of Marvin & 
Pleasants of 150 Broadway as ‘‘a dam- 
nable piece of high-handed action.” 

“We are going to institute proceedings 
in the civil and criminal courts to have 
Adam ousted from the cathedral,’ Mr. 
Bergh declared, 

Captain Gegan denied last night that 
his men forced the door of the rectory, 
and also denied knowing about the re- 
straining order of Justice Tierney. 

“These Russian clergymen came cown 
to Headquarters asking for detectives 
to go with them for protection. They 
were afraid of trouble when they pre- 
sented the court order at the cathedral,

“When we got to the church, it was

James Savage, who was employed from 
1919 to 1924 as personal attendant to 
Daniel G. Reid, capitalist, alleged in a 
suit filed in the Supreme Court yester- 
day against the Reid estate that his em- 
ployment was hazardous, because Mr. 
Reid shot at him several times and 
threatened to kill him. He stated that 
when he decided to leave Mr. Reid in- 
duced him to remain by buying him a 
house and promising to leave him §20,- 
000 in his will. 

The sult is brought against Mrs. Rhea 
Reid Topping, daughter of the capital- 
| ist, and Roberts Walker, as executors 
| under Daniel G. Reid's will, to recover 
$23,100. Savage alleges that in March, 
| 1919, he was engaged by Mr. Reld at 
Irvington to render personal services of 
an “extremely difficult and delicate na- 


ture occasioned by the mental condition 
of said Daniel G. Reid, due to excessive 
use of alcoholic liquors and stimulants.” 
He received $100 a week. 

Savage alleges that after he entered 
his employment he found that Mr. Reid 
‘at times showed signs of raving insan- 
ity, requiring the personal attendance 
of the plaintiff for twenty-four hours a 
day over extended periods of time.’’ He 
said he was instructed to restrain Mr. 
Reid rrom using narcotics, and because 
of his faiure to comply with the craving 
his employer threatened and on severaj 
occasions did shoot at the plaintiff and 
threatened to kill him.”

DENY ENGLAND PLANS 
HUGE SINGAPORE BASE 


Stanhope and Balfour, in House 
of Lords, Answer Charges 
by the Labor Party. 





LONDON, July 1 (#).—The Singapore 
naval! base as contemplated by the 
British Government, will be ‘‘compara- 
tively a minor establishment,”’ and there 
is no question of it ‘‘being a great base 
for concentration,’’ stated Eart Stan- 


hope, Civil Lord of the Admiralty, in 
the House of Lords today on behalf of 
the Baldwin Government during a de- 
bate inaugurated by the Labor Party 
upon the projected naval establishment 
in the Far East. 

The Opposition had asserted that the 
British naval program caused much 
anxiety among other nations, particu- 
larly Japan. 

The Earl of Balfour, who followed 
Earl Stanhope on the floor, ridiculed 
the Labor suggestion that a large num- 
ber of other naval bases dependent upon 
the a i hy base would be required. 
He cited the Washington naval treaty 


| as forbidding the construction of more 


naval bases. 

Emphasizing England’s duty toward 
the outlying parts of the empire and 
the need for making the British fleet 
available wherever it is necessary, Bal- 
four said: 

‘TJ am perfectly unable to understand 
the point of view that we are thereby 
giving natural cause of suspicion to 
riendly nations in. the Pacifie. We 
ought to assume that other nations who 
have fleets in the Pacific exercise a 
roblem, and 
I belleve their Governments do, as do 
the majority of their populations. 

“Incidentally, the remark also has 
been. made aortas the debate that no 
fortifications are being built at strategic 
points along the 3,000 miles of the Ca- 
nadian-American frontier, and this is 
used.as an argument against the Singa- 
pore .base. 

‘‘In .America, in Canada and in Eng- 
land nobody believes there is going’ to 
be war or counts war of that find 
within the bounds of practical possibil- 
ity. I am very much inclined to think 
We are at the beginning of a great era 
of peace. 

‘The idea however, that this country 
can allow its hopes of peace to make it 
incapable of defending its possessions in 
the event of those hopes being disap- 
pamee is not the way to produce peace, 
ut is the way to lay us open to war 
which otherwise might never have taken 
place, because those who contemplated 
war with this country—if such there 
were—would see that it was war in 
which the aggressors were destined to 


fail.’

No comment on the action of the 
railroad in raising fares at the expira- 
tion of the Public Service Commission’s 
period of prohibition, which ended at 
midnight June 30, was obtainable at the 
local offices of the commission.

At 
Harrison, where there are more than 
500 daily commuters, William Holloway, 
President of the First National Bank 
there, wrote his personal checks for 
some of the commuters to enable them 
to get tickets. He told them they might 
repay him at their convenience. The 
old monthly rate from Harrison to New 
hate City was $9.90, and the new rate

The first application of the com- 
pany to increase its cormmutation rates 
was early in 1924, when it asked for 
the privilege of advancing’ them 20 per 
cent. Shortly afterward this applica- 
tion was substituted by another asking 
for a 40 per cent. increase.

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VIENNA, July 1.—Former Archduchéss 
Elizabeth, only daughter of Crown 
Prince Rudolph of tragic -Mayerling 
memory and granddaughter of Emperor 
Francis Joseph, is engaged to marry 
a Social Democratic member of the 
Lower Austria Provincial Diet, Herr 
Peznek. 

The ex-Archduchess has had a ro- 
mantic career, Which started with a 


mesalliance when she married the young 
}son of a non-reigning princely family, 
Otto Windischgraetz, a dashing officer 
of the Lancers, much against her grand- 
father’s will. This marriage proved 
very unhappy and there was an affair 
with a naval officer, Egon von Lerch, 
which led to the divorce courts. Lerch 
went doWn in an Austrian U-boat off 
Pola. 

After the collapse of the empire Eliza- 
beth lived at the Castle Schoenau near 
| Wiener Neustadt. An attempt .was 
made by her..ex-husband to have her 
evicted from the castle and to seize 
her children. . Jn. the.course of the liti- 
gation Elizabeth met her husband in 
the courtroom with a horsewhip. 

The Princess Otto’s attempt to kidnap 
the children was prevented by the in- 
tervention of Wiener Neustadt Social 
Democratic Workers. The Workers’ 
Council also prevented the eviction. 

In the course of these events Eliza- 
beth met the Socialists’ leader, Herr 
Peznek, who advised her on legal mat- 
|ters and the education of the children. 
The ex-Archduchess is now living in a 
| small Vienna flat and is a dues-paying 
member of the Social Democratic Party.

his fellow-workers went through 
the three years of experiment without 
| mishap, but two weeks after the work 
was completed Mr. Marcussen was 
} taken down with typhoid fever. He re- 
| covered after two months of illness. 
Every possible precaution was taken to 
prevent the contraction of disease during 
the incessant handling of large varie- 
ties of disease germs, but it was impos- 
| sible to rule out the hazard entirely. 

“It was just an incident,’ said Mr. 
| Marcussen yesterday. He refused to dis- 
cuss it further. 

The disease germs used were those of 
tuberculosis, typhoid, paratyphoid, diph- 
therla, septic sore throat and others. 
Typhoid germs were grown in milk until 
it contained 2,000,000 bacilli per drop. 
The tubercle bacilli were cultivated 
until they existed in sample at the ratio 
;of 30,000,000 germs to the teaspoon. 
| These and other high concentrations of 
germs were then pasteurized in the 
manner laid down by the New York 
Health Department. Sterilization was 
found to be complete. e 


6,574 Tests Made. 


There were 2,808 tests to 
whether typhoid germs ever 
pasteurization, and 1,958 similar 
for tuberculosis. Altogether 6,574 bac- 
terlological tests were made. It was 
established that heating milk to 142 de- 
grees Fahrenheit for thirty minutes de- 
stroyed all disease germs. 

The investigation was started three 
years ago when charges were made that 
the pasteurization rules of the Health 
Department were insufficient. The 
Borden company engaged Dr. Charles 
E. North, director of the North Public 
Health Service and former director of 
the Municipal Milk Surveys of New York 
City, and turned over its plant at Endi- 
cott, N. Y., to Dr. North and his as- 
sociates. They erected a field labora- 
tory and began their work. Dr. V. A. 
Moore, Dean of the New York State 
Veterinary College at Cornell University, 
made cultures of bovine tuberculosis 
which were used in the experiments. 
The haemolytic streptococci, which 
cause septic sore throat, were destroyed 
by momentary heating to 129 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Diphtheria bacilli were de- 
stroyed by the same method. Typhoid 
bacilli were destroyed by momentary 
heating to 141 degrees, and by one type 
of apparatus at 132 degrees for thirty 
minutes. Bovine tubercle bacilli were 
‘destroyed in tests on all three types of 
apparatus at 138 degrees for thirty 
minutes. 

The amounts of bacteria which were 
uséd in these tests ‘were much greater 
than would be encountered under ordi- 
nary commercial conditions. New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and many other 
large cities require that raw milk be 
heated to 142 degrees and kept at that 
temperature for thirty minutes. These 
regulations provide an adequate margin 
of safety, and are recommended in a 
report issued by the Treasury Depart- 
ment as a proper standard for the 


definition of pasteurization by health 
authorities. . 


Purest Milk Here, He Says. 


“‘New York has the purest milk in the 
country, despite the statements made by 
pseudo-scientists and others who know 
little about the work of the Health De- 
partment,”’ said Dr. William H. Park, 
Director of the research laboratories of 


the New York City Department of 
Health, who was an active participant 
in the research. > 

Dr. Frank J. Monaghan, Health Com- 
missioner, said that the pasteurization 
of milk had done more to decrease the 
death rate than any other preventive 
measure. He said that he had taken a 
personal interest in the milk supply of 
the city, and was convinced that it was 
as pure as it could be made. 

Dr. H. S. Cumming, Surgeon General 
of the United States Public Health Ser- 
vice, and Dr. Charles Armstrong of that 
service cooperated in the research. 

Dr. Milton J. Rosenau, pré&fessor. of 
preventive medicine and hygiene at the 
Harvard University Medical School; Dr. 
Augustus B. Wadsworth of the New 
York State Health Department, and 
Earle B. Phelps, sanitary engineer, 
formerly of the United States blic 
Health Service, also collaborated in the 
experiments.

Prof. McCollum Says It Is Most 
Suitable for Consumption by Man. 


Milk is the best of foods, according 
to a telegram from Professor BE. V. 
McCollum of Johns Hopkins University, 
made public yesterday, by the Produc- 
ers and Consumers’ Organizing Com- 
mittee. Professor McCollum, who wired 
from Logan, Utah, is one of the leaders 
of vitamine research. 


“The people who have achieved,” Pro- 
fessor McCollum wired, ‘‘the people who 
have become large, strong and vigorous, 
who have reduced their infant mortality. 
who are progressing in science and 
every activity of the human intellect, 
are the people who have used liberal 
amounts of milk and its by-products. 

“Milk is the most sstisfactory article 
of food whith is suitable for -consump- 
tion by man, the fats of the milk con- 
stituting the most important “source in 
the American and European diet of the 
dietary essential fat-soluble A.’’ 

ee the statement of Professor 
John P. Sutherland, former Dean of the 
Boston University School of Medicine, 
that milk is Es only for the young, 
Professor McCollum said: 

“Any diet which is suited for the 
promotion of growth in the young will 
be satisfactory for the maintenance of 
health in the adult.”’

Approves Managers’ Offer.

How much the company could pay was 
not stated, but after the open discussion 
of the situation it was suggested that 
perhaps the corporation might be able 
to pay $2,000,000 of the total sum 
claimed, and that it would not be fair 
for the Government to insist upon any

TO EQUIP NEW EDISON PLANT 


International Corporation Gets Fuel 
System Contract. 


The International Combustion Engi- 
neering Corporation, through one of its

FREIGHT DAMAGE SMALLER. 


Claims Pald In First Three Months 
of Year a Low Record. 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (Claims 
growing out of loss or damage to rall- 
road freight shipments in the first three 
months of this year were smaller, in 
comparison with the volume of traffic, 


than for any corresponding period on 
record.

33,000,000 POUNDS 
OF METAL IN PHONES 


More Than 55,000,000 Pounds 
of Copper Used in Making 
Year’s Sapply of Cable.. 


According to figures recently compiled 
by the Copper and Brass Research Asao- 
clation more than 1,290,000,000 copper 
and brass parts, weighing about 33,000,- 
000 pounds, were in service last year in 
the nation’s telephone’ instruments. 
These figures, it was stated, refer mere- 
ly to the appHance into which a mes- 
sage is spoken, and do not include wires 
or other telephone accessories. More 
than two pounds of brass and copper, 
distributed in eighty individual parts, 
are contained in the ordinary telephone 
instrument, according to the association. 

Consumption of brass and copper in 
telephone manufacture is increasing as 
the public's demand for telephone ser- 
vice is met. In 1920 copper and brass 
parts in telephone instruments totaled 
1,066,000,000. In four years there has 
been an increase in instruments alone 
of 230,320,000 copper and brass parts. 

In addition to the poundage of brass 
and copper in instruments there is a 
further large poundage in other tele- 
phone devices and in wire. In making 
a@ year’s supply of telephone cable, esti- 
mated at present to be more than 53,- 
000,000 feet, 55,000,000 pounds of copper 
are necessary. In the world’s largest 
telephone factory, near Chicago, 100,- 
000,000 pounds of copper and 6,000,000 
pounds of brass rod and sheets are 
transferred in a single year into finisned 
telephone apparatus.

Business failures In the United States 
| during the first six months of the cur- 
rent year were fewer than in the same 
period of 1924, according to a compila- 
| tion issued by Bradstreet’s yesterday. 
| There were 10,344 business suspensiens 
in the six months ended June 30, 1925, 
against 10,495 in the same period last 
year. The aggregate liabilities of the 
respective companies which failed also 
was smaller than last year, amounting 
to $271,642,646, compared with $443,- 
$94,737. 

The June total of failures, says the 
publication, ‘“‘was‘/the smallest recorded 
since last September, and the totals for 
the second be are slightly below the 
‘like period last year. Liabilities, which 
began to show shrinkages earlier than 
did failures, owing to the subsidence of 
bank failures in the Westin the latter 
part of 1924, are now down to an ap- 
proximate normal for recent years. 

“The six months’ failures, 10,344, 
marks a decrease of only 1.4 per cent. 
from the same period last year, ‘Whereas 
liabjlities of $271,642,646 are 38.8 per 
cenf. less than in the first half of 1924. 
Failures for the year to date, however, 
are still 4 per cent. larger in number 
than in 1923, while liabilities are 5.5 
per cent. smaller.

AUSTRIA HAS A SURPLUS. 


Two League Investigators Arrive 
and Set to Work.

VIENNA, July 1.—Two of the most 
@atisfactory symptoms of Austria’s eco- 
momic recovery have just been an- 
nounced. The first is a surplus of $230,- 
000 in the Federal preliminary budget 
for the month of July, despite an item 
of $1,000,000 for various investments. 
The other favorable sign is the high 
water mark reached in the latest month- 
ly figures for the trade balance sig- 
nifying a climax in the rising tendency | 
since January. 

The two experts appointed by the 
League of Nations to conduct an eco- 
nomic inquiry in Austria, Walter T.
